Despite  war  conditions  the  vital  statistics  have  proved  satisfactory. 

A further  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  recorded.  For  1943  the  rate 
was  17. (i  ; ; for  1944  the  li.yuie  is  1(S.7.  The  comparative  figure  for  tlie 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  17.6. 

The  Death  Rate  has  increased  slightlv  from  12.8  in  1943  to  13.5  for 
1944. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  stands  at  62.1  compared  ^^■ith  44.4  for 
the  previous  year  and  55.9  for  1942. 

Four  niothers  died  during  childbirth  compared  with  seven  for 
the  pre\'lous  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  County  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Haverfordwest,  has  an  ambu- 
lance which  is  available  for  the  greater  part  of  the  County. 

An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Begelly  Isolation  Hospital  for  In- 
fectious Cases. 

Civil  Defence  Ambulances  are  also  available  under  certain  circum- 
stances, by  arrangement. 

In  addition,  Red  Cross  and  St.  .lohn  Ambulances  are  stationed  at 
Tenby  and  Pembroke  Dock. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  provides 
fiicllitles  for  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Investigations. 

All  specimens,  from  the  Isolation  Hospitals,  requiring  bacteriolgical 
investigation  are  siibmtited  to  this  Laboratory  and  early  results 
returned. 

The  Medical  Stall  of  the  Laboratory  is  always  ready  to  visit  the 
area  and  conduct  investigations  when  this  is  deemed  necessary.

GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

General  Ho.snitals  have  rrvnf-iniKart  4"/^  f 1 1 f»  n n « A.-  *1  I 
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The  three  Red  Cross  Auxiliary  Hospitals,  situated  at  Scolton,  Pentre 
and  Fl'ynoiie,  accommodate  together  some  150  Service  Patients,  and 
carry  on  their  good  work. 

The  County  Hospital  Annexe  at  Fishguard  has  to  some  extent  re- 
lieved the  bed  pressure  on  the  County  Hospital  and  has  catered  for 
con\'alescent  Patients  not  quite  realy  for  discharge  to  their  homes. 

The  Public  Assistance  Hospitals  have  been  working  under  some 
dlfBculty  owing  to  shortage  of  Nurses  and  Domestic  Staff. 

Emergency  Hospital  reception  was  discontinued  at  Narberth,  limited 
at  Haverfordwest  and  continued  at  Woodbine  Hospital  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  in  PemV^rokeshlre,  as 
throughout  W'ales,  by  the  King  Edward  N'll.  We|sh  National  Memorial 
Association.  The  A.s.sociation  provides  and  maintains  two  Hospitals  in 
the  County — Sealyham  Hospital  with  30  bed-s  15  males  and  15  females, 
and  Kensington  Hospital.  Sl  Brldc-s,  mainly  for  surgical  tuberculosis 
in  children,  with  110  beds.

BOARDED-OUT  CHILDREN.  . 

Seven  children  are  Boarded-out  with  Foster-Parents  and  their  wel- 
fare is  supervised  by  the  District  Nurses  and  Releving  Officers.  Reixirts 
show  that  they  are  well  cared  for  and  happy. 


ADOPTION  OF  CHILDREN  (Regulation)  ACT,  1939. 

Under  the  Adoption  of  Children  (Regulation)  Act,  193.1,  and  (Jie 
Supplement  which  came  into  force  on  .lime  1st,  1943.  the  Iiomes  of  23 
pros|x;ctive  adopters  were  visited.  In  one  instance  only  was  it  consid- 
ered necessary  to  defer  .sanction  until  sanitary  defects  were  remedied. 

Cards  are  sent  to  the  Nurses  with  particulars  of  the  adoptions  and 
adooted  children,  are  visited  at  regular  intervals  and  reixirt.s  of  then- 
welfare  are  sent  to  this  Department,  \5sits  are  also  jiaid  by  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Nurses. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  co-ordinates  the 
trict  Nursing  Associations  in  the  County,  employing 


work  of  42  Dls- 
50  district  nurses. 


Of  these,  two  nre  Oucen’s  nurses,  five  have  had  Queen  s traim'ns,  IS 
are  fully  trained  and  23  ai'e  village  nurses.  There  is  one  ex-Queens 
trained  Relief  Nurse,  and  one  fully  trained  Emergency  Nurse. 

Sixteen  of  the  village  nurses  have  been  admitted  to  the  Roll  of 
Assistant  Nurses  under  the  Nurses  Act,  1943,  others  are  still  awaiting 
the  replies  to  their  applications. 

Cars  are  being  used  by  all  except  six  of  the  district  nurses,  and  .3.3 
of  the  nurses  have  the  telephone  installed  at  their  homes. 

The  Angle  D.N.A.  has  extended  its  districts  to  Include  the  jvarishes 
of  Castlemartin  and  SVarren.  The  Hundleton  D.N.A.  has  also  extended 
its  district  to  include  Stackixrle  and  the  remainder  of  the  Warren  dis- 
trict. The  Warren  D.N.A.  as  such,  therefore,  no  longer  exists.  Also, 
the  Camrose  D.N.A.  has  extemled  its  area  to  include  the  Roch  D.N.A. 
and  have  appointed  an  ex-Queen's  nurse  to  undertake  the  combined 
clistricts.  It  is  felt  that  this  re-organisation  will  be  a great  aid  to  econo- 
mical working  whilst  in  no  way  impairing  efficiency. 


MIDWIVES. 

Two  machines  for  the  administration  of  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 
have  been  purchased  by  the  County  Council  and  are  in  use  in  the  dis- 
tricts. The  district  nurses  n lll  be  allowed  to  take  the  necessary  course 
in  the  administration  of  (ias  and  Air  as  opixirtunity  arises  and  relief 
nurses  are  available. 

During  the  year  79  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in 
the  County.  Five  District  Nurses  left  during  the  year,  one  owing  to  ill- 
health,  two  for  other  posts,  and  two  for  domestic  reasons  : Six  apjxiint- 
ments  were  made  ; one  was  an  ex-Queen’s  nurse,  and  the  other  five 
were  fully-trained  nurses.  Tlie  Ministry  of  Lalxuir  secured  two  of  the 
applicants  and  submitted  their  names  to  the  D.N.A.’s  concerned. 

The  number  of  Maternity  and  Midwifery  cases  taken  during  the 
year  was  1,379.  This  shows  an  increase  on  last  year’s  figure  of  43  cases. 
There  were  no  cases  of  maternal  mortality  amongst  cases  taken  by  the 
District  Nurses. 


CIVIL  NURSING  RESERVE. 

The  Local  Emergency  Committee  held  eight  meetings  during  the 
year.  They  dealt  with  13  applications  for  training  from  auxiliary'  nurses, 
three  of  whom  they  rejected  as  unsuitable.  They  enrolled.  In  addition, 
eight  nurses  of  other  grades  and  3(1  members  have  withdrawn  from  the 
Reserve,  22  in  order  to  accept  posts  on  the  i>ermanent  stalls  of  hospitals 
and  the  remainder  on  account  of  ill-health  and  marriage. 

Nine  transfers  were  arranged  on  compassionate  grounds  and 
medical  examinations  of  all  new  recinlts  was  carried  out. 

On  December  31st,  1944,  there  were  61  full-time  members  registered 
in  Pembrokeshire.  Six  were  trained  nurses,  13  were  assistant  nurses 
and  42  were  auxiliary  nurses,  all  of  whom  are  in  employment. 


VACCINATION  RETURNS. 

The  districts  of  the  public  vaccinators  in  the  Countj'  number  13, 
and  those  of  the  vaccination  officers  eight.

CHILDREN  ACT,  1908. 

It  is  the  res|)onsibility  of  the  County  Medical  Oflicer  to  keep  a 
register  of  all  children  kept  by  persons,  other  than  relatives,  for  gain. 
All  persons  who  Intend  to  board  a child  for  gain  must  obtain  prior  sanc- 
tion. Inspection  is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  by  the  N^isitors,  and 
any  necessary  action  is  taken. 
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UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS,  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

Arnmjjemcnts  were  made  with  the  St.  David  s Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Committee  to  undertake,  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  the 
work  in  connection  with  the  care  of  Illegitimate  Children  and  their 
mothers. 

No  Institutional  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti- 
mate infants,  and  motherless  cliildren,  in  the  County,  other  than  that 
provided  at  the  x'arious  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  but  the  question 
of  establishing  a special  hospital  is  under  consideration. 

Here  follows  a report  by  Miss  Tether,  the  Diocesan  Worker  on  the 
work  carried  out  since  the  arrangements  became  o]x;rative  in  July,  1944. 

All  cases  reported  have  been  visited  on  a numljer  of  occasions  and 
with  tlie  majority  I am  still  in  contact.  Where  possible  an  eHort  has 
been  made  to  contact  the  putative  father,  but  in  a good  many  cases  he 
has  only  been  temporarily  resident  in  the  area  and  the  information 
available  has  not  made  such  contact  possible.  In  seevn  cases  only  is 
an  allowance  being  paid  by  the  P.F.  Many  of  the  men  concerned  were 
stationed  here  with  the  American  Army  and  I have  been  in  contact 
with  the  American  Red  Cross  concerning  four  of  the  men  resjxjn.sible. 
Most  of  the  babies  have  remained  in  the  mother's  own  home,  but  one 
was  placed  by  me  in  a Waifs’  and  Strays’  Home  and  three  were  legally 
ado|)ted.  Two  of  the  women  and  babies  left  the  district  and  they  were 
put  in  touch  with  the  workers  in  the  areas  where  they  are  now  living. 
One  girl  was  ])laced,  with  her  baby,  in  an  Approved  School.  Three 
women  have  married  since  the  biith  of  the  child.  In  three  ca.ses  the 
mothers  are  living  with  the  i>utative  fatl  er.  In  some  cases  the  mother 
of  the  baby  has  been  unwilling  for  any  action  to  be  taken  with  regard 
to  the  father  of  the  child.  In  one  ca^e  only  have  I found  conditions 
under  which  the  child  has  been  living  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  this  case 
is  being  kept  under  strict  observation.  I found  all  the  persons  visited 
very  friendly  and  glad  of  the  help  and  advice  given. 

Help  has  been  given  to  expectant  mothers  regartling  accommoda- 
tion before  and  after  confinement  when  they  were  unable  to  stay  in 
their  own  homes. 

I have  also  been  called  up.nn  to  help  Pembrokeshire  women  living 
temporarily  in  other  areas  who  have  had  illegitimate  children. 

1 cannot  give  the  exact  number  of  visits  paid  in  the  course  of  my 
\voi  k lor  your  Committee,  but  all  the  work  which  I do  in  the  County 
has  meant  having  1,270  interviews  with  various  people.

Tlie  (ieneral  Practitioners  Scheme  Introduced  in  1942  for  local 
treatment  of  patients  sulTering  from  V'enereal  Diseases  continues  to 
operate  .satisfactorily. 

Notices  are  ixcsted  throughout  the  County  showing  where  free  con- 
fidential treatment  may  Ixi  carried  out. 

A Visiting  Venereologist  generally  suiX-uvises  the  work  carried  out 
and  acts  as  consultant  when  required.

The  nrranceinent  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tubeiculosls  in  the 
County  is  carried  out  by  the  King  hdward  NN  elsh  National  Memo- 
rial Association. 

Fortv-four  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  com- 
peared with  34  for  11)43.  In  addition  live  deaths  were  recorded  as  being 
due  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  notllications  are  sent  to  the  County  Health  ljei>aitment 
weekly  by  Distinct  Medical  Ollicers,  and  copies  are  forwarded  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Physician. 


AFTER-CARE  OF  TUBERCULOUS  PATIENTS. 

The  Committee  for  the  After-Care  of  Tuberculous  Patients  meets 
regularly. 

Reixirts  on  Physical  and  Home  conditions  of  Patients  are  submitted 
from  mvself  and  ilie  Tuberculosis  Physician  following 
enquiry  forms  bv  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  ol  the  various  Local  Author- 
ities. Twentv-nlne  cases  were  ported  on  and  allowances  weie  made  to 
17  patients  according  to  their  requirements. 

The  (niardians  Committee  have  been  asked  to  increase  the  weekly 
relief  to  certain  patients  after  consideration  of  their  case. 

In  addition,  milk  and  cod  liver  oil  and  malt  have  been  distributed 
when  recommended.
